Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1 -5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an exannlner's statennent of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest all the limitations 
recited in claim 1. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to disclose a method for 
fabricating a Fiber Grating element, comprising the steps of providing a mask having a 
predetermined pattern and a wafer, wherein a light-guiding channel filled with light- 
guiding substance is formed on the wafer, and a photoresist layer is formed on the 
wafer; adjusting a magnification of a photolithography apparatus to a first magnification 
and transferring the predetermined pattern on the mask to the photoresist layer on the 
wafer to form a first pattern in combination with the other limitations of claim 1 . 

Claims 2-5 depend from claim 1 .
